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ABSTRACT 

The 1971 annual report on public assistance, prepared 
by the Research and Statistics Section of the Minnesota Departaent of 
Public Welfare, presents data pertaining to expenditures for American 
Indians. The $8,285,789 of expenditures are broken down by prograi 
and funding source. The programs are old Age Assistance, Medical 
Assistance, General Relief, Aid to the Disabled, Aid to the Blind, 
and Aid for Dependent Children. Prograas use either Federal, county, 
or state funds. Statistical data are given for the 21 counties having 
a majority of Minnesota Indians. Trends in public assistance 
expenditures for Indians and trends in cases and persons by program 
are given for 1956 to 1971. (NQ)
